Fanners i-hvim thnt potatoes' cunn-ot 
lie profi'Uibly grown and marketed for 
less than t~> cents .per bushel and many 
of 'I'licim are preparing to refuse to place 
thorn on 'the market if 'the prices are lo.w. 
1L is said to be no uncommon sight now 
to st-p in the stockyards of large farms in 
the potato districts, immense vn'U or 
tanks, whero potatoes and other root 
crops are cookojl with a mixture .of grain 
in u wholesale way for hogs, 'the farmers 
counting on better returns from fediiig 
to hogs. The crops thu* fair harvested 
have brought from 3U to 40 cents ac- 
cording tu quality.

: When com Is used, the entire plant, 
including the ear,' should be placed' in 
the silo. 
-The practice of. cutting the crop by 
hand is general, although it may be 
done by horse-power. Harvesting-ma- 
Chines 'of various patterns are made. 
SelT binders have been recommended, 
using, them to cut one row of corn at 
a time. The most common form of 
harvester is a. sled or drag of V form 
with knives fastened, to the edges or 
wings. This is drawn by one borse be- 
tween, two rows,.the knives cutting the 
stalks near the ground. When not in 
use, the wings may be folded up over 
the center of the machine. One or two 
men ride on or walk beside- the ma* 
ihine and cather the stalks Into arm- 
fuls as cut and place on the ground-or 
on a. wagon, as convenient 


Numerous form* of wagons are used 


.for carrying the crop from the field, 
.but it is advisable if possible to use a 
low wagon, so as to save as much lift- 
Ing as possible. Wagons of this char- 
acter are sold in the market or one 
can have special small wheels, with 
tires four or six inches wide, made- for 
putting on a common farm wagon. 


At. one time It was considered ad- 


visable to allow the corn to wilt in 
the field before putting in the silo, it 
being thought to keep better.

practice Is no longer considered Im- 
portant, and many silos are now filled 
most successfully as fast as the crop 
can be drawn from the field and cut. 


Rapldrty of filling is unimportant 


so long as fresh fodder is placed in 
the silo before mold is formed at tbe 
surface.

FOR COLD STORAGE. 


Preporlnsr Applei-l-Sipiiia TfccT DC 


Wrajipci* In. Wax Paper? 


A question' concerning the cold stor- 


age of apples which Is of much impor- 
tance and is Just now agitated by,tlie 
growers Is whether or not .it is -best 
to wrap them'in waxed paper or to 
pack them in barrels or .boxes iu the 
usual -way and without any special 
treatment. On this-point Rural New 
Yorker offers the following expressions 
of opinion from correspondents: 


From'my personal experience and ob- 


servation, I am led to believe that If 
the fruit' ls"'penfectly sound and :free 
from spores^ of -the rot fungus when, 
.placed' in 'Cold storage If will keep just' 
as'well if packed in barrels without 
paper as-with-it, but -if there, .-are any 
apples in the lot that have''started to 
rot, .'or that contain1 on their surface 
the spores; that-produce rot, wrapping 
e.ach.apple'"In'.paper will prevent the 
spread of the disease through the bnr- 
•rel, and..in this case w6uM"be a great 
protection. But at the price for which 
apples sell during, tho late winter and 
early spring months I do not think it 
would pay to wrap the fruit in'paper 
..for commercial purposes. I think tt Is 
better, 'and more profitable to spray 
the trues thoroughly and systematic- 
ally with bordeaux mixture—this ,wlH' 
giro us clean fruit and healthy foliage. 
If the foliage is perfectly healthy the- 
apples .will not'ripen so early In the 
fall, and at picking time will be hard 
and sound, which Is most important. 
While, in this condition they should be 
carefully picked, assorted and • im- 
mediately packed- and placed in stor- 
age. 


If you want apples to keep In the 


best cil'd storage house that can be 
bu'Ijt, you .must begin to prepare your 
aplplesjfor the trial before the blossom's 
open in the syrlng and keep Tight at it 
all'through' the growing'season, so that 
when'picking'time comes-you liave:ab- 
's61,utely"perfc'(?t fruit." Tlils'is the only 
ikliitl thiit'can be kept'in cold 'storafe'e 
without' loss; and this kind Can be kept 
•with or without'paper if the-proper 
i degree of temperature - aiid ' moisture 
•a!re ma.lntalried.—Gabrlc.rBlester.-

"I liave'cxperiraen'tcd with- apples in 
cold storage for the last ten years, I 
am sure that they keep better when 
wrapped, for I have kept them two 
years by double wrapping, once with 
tissue paper and men paraffin paper. 
Rut apples cau bo kept easily if held 
at the proper tenipcrature, even In bar- 
rels'or boxes, not wrapped. The best 
temperature, we have found, is 33 to 
33 degrees, but it shotrkl not change 
more than one degree'in 24 hours. Ap- 
plos can surely bo kept if the proper 
care Is taken in putting fruit In the 
barrels, or boses. I find that too many 
think Ihnt cold storage will keep aoy- 
flilng. t)ut In reality It docs not pay to 
put In storage anything but well ma- 
titrwl, ivell handled, well packed ap- 
ples. If so' doac, success is-sure.—TJ.

Juto cold storage direct from the tree, 
with as careful and as few handlings 
as possible. They need not be Tvrap- 


'oiio upon the other.'" thus -allowing -a.

.'pressuro, .matrlug a comparatively' alr-

Do not attempt to harvest" sorghum 


too early, ns If cut in August or early 
September the hot. sultry weather 
causes It to sour and spoil to a certain 
extent, advises an Iowa correspondent 
of Orange Judd Tarmer. Cool weather 
is necessary when curing to get best 
results. Cut with a common mower 
nnd let stand from four to seven days 
lu swaths. A tedder will hasten the 
curing of it and Is a very valuable 
machine In mating cane hay. 
Rain 


will not spoil it, although It Is better 
not to get wet as it Is so hard to get it 
dry again. Let It stand a week if the 
weather looks favorable. When cured 
as nnich as possible, although1 it will: 
not cure nil the way through.If a ted- 
der Is not employed, as It Is so very 
heavy, take a common honie rake and 
start a land of 00 to SO square feet, 
commencing a shock in the center and 
rnklng windrows around It until the de- 
sired size is ob'talucd, which Is a shock 
holding about ono ton. 


It will keep well, shedding water like 


a shingle, and Is best left in the stack 
until wanted'to feed. It Is best to com- 
mence on this first by hauling out to 
the stock In the field, throwing it on 
the ground;'this for the western large 
Cornier and ranchman, .while the small 
farmer could, stack it or put. in hay 
'br.rn and feed in rucks ns hoy. Many 
of the largo fanners and ranchmen put 
in from uD to 200 acres of this,'and It 


. produces hay of the best quality to 
winter n great number of cattle mid 
horses. Stbd; will eat. It readily and 
cleaner than .the sweetest clover hay, 
and there In nothing better to put an 
aulianl In good thriving condition than 


hay.
